Heavy Outbreak of Mumps Here 
ls Shown in County Statistics 


A total of 40 cases of mumps 
were reported by Menlo Park 
doctors during June, indicat- 
ing a heavier-than-usual out- 
break of the childhood com- 
municable disease, according to 
the county department of 
health and welfare. 

This was a greater incidence 
than that of any community in 
the county, except for San Bru- 
no, which reported 48 cases. 

Normally, health and welfare 
department workers have stat- 
ed, reports are usually less 
complete when incidence of a 
given disease is light, than is 
the case when there is a seri- 
ous outbreak of any given ma- 
lady. 

Besides the mumps, the fol- 
lowing disease incidences were 
reported here: four cases of

Native Has Seen a Lot: 


Fire District's Chief Carter Notes 35th Year 


Yesterday, July 17, was one 
of special interest to the Menlo 
Park Fire District’s top fire 
fighter. 

For on that day in 1928 Chief 
George Carter joined the dis- 
trict as a paid employee — one 
of three who joined volunteers 
in fighting fires in the area 
now covering Menlo Park, Ath- 
erton, North Fair Oaks and ad- 
jacent unincorporated areas. 

Headquarters back in ’28 
was located at 1077 Merrill St., 
which is now occupied by an 
automobile garage. The district 
covered just about the same 
area as it does now, with the 
exception of the East Palo Al- 
to area which had its own 
group of volunteers and a piece 
of apparatus kept in a private 
homeowner’s garage. 

The Merrill Street building 
was constructed in 1918 and 
the following year the depart- 
ment hired its first paid man. 

About 25 volunteers and 
three hired men made up the 
Menlo Park force when Carter 
joined. Since then it has ex- 


panded to six stations and/| 
about 78 men. 

Six years after Carter joined 
the district he was promoted | 
to lieutenant. In 1941 he be-| 
came a captain. He became an | 
assistant chief in 1942, and was| 
promoted to deputy chief on| 
Aug. 15, 1949. He replaced) 
Fire Chief Thomas Cuff in 1955} 
when station headquarters was | 
moved to its present location 
at 300 Middlefield Road, Menlo 
Park. 

Chief Carter recalls some 
of the earlier days in the dis- 
trict when young college 

men were hired for night du- 
ty. This way the boys would 
have a place to board, be 
able to put themselves 
through school, and the dis- 
trict would be sufficiently 
guard watched during the 
night. This is not practiced 
today. 

One of the bigegst advance- 
ments which has occurred dur- 

ing these past 35 years, is the 
introduction of the radio as a

communication system in fire- 


fighting. 

“Before radio, it was really 
a problem,” stated Chief Car- 
ter. “We would have to send 
somebody to call on the tele- 
phone and report where the) 
fire was. Of course, not every- 
one had a telephone, either.” 

Among the biggest fires 
which occurred in Chief Car- 
ter’s history with the district, 
and stands utmost in his mem- 
ory is the lumber yard on El 
Camino Real, located where 
Ken’s House of Pancakes now 
stands. The entire area was 
ablaze one night in the 1930s, 
before firemen arrived. 

Sometime during the 1940s 
the Hopkins barn, which was 
filled with bailed hay, turned 
into an unforgettable fire, and 


ed the Durant Insulated Pipe 
Company in East Palo Alto. 
Chief Carter also recalls the 
mid-1950s blaze at the Silas 
Palmer estate off Watkins Ave- 
nue in Atherton. Since that 
time the structure has been re-

Somebody Already 
Has Got Your Number 


Well, the postoffice department has announced “zip 
code” numbers for all parts of the country. Downtown 
Menlo Park is in area 94027. 


The assigning of numbers to various areas of the coun- 
try has of course been greeted with the usual comments 
of people who are concerned that the labels and names 
we used to know are going to be forgotten —or at least 
used less frequently — and that we are all headed for a sort 
of numbered Gehenna in which we are identified, located 
and contacted on a strictly numeral basis. 


One can speculate at length on this but the fact is, 
“numberitis” has been creeping up on us for years. As a 
matter of fact, if you want to place an ad in the classified 
section of the Recorder, you have but to contact extension 
12, 326-5580. This is in the telephone company’s code area 
of 415 if you're dialling long distance, and in the afore- 
mentioned 94027 postal area, if you want to contact us by 
mail. 

Application for classification of the Recorder as a news- 
paper of general circulation was numbered 13500 back in 
1927, in the Superior Court of San Mateo county. The 
judge signed the application so that might well be included 
in our title. 

Maybe you could, therefore, get some letters to us 
with an address reading something like: 

Newspaper, 

Court Decree 13500 — ’27 S. M. Co. 

640 Roble Ave. 

94027 

Our desks aren’t numbered yet, but there aren’t many 
of them so with a small amount of time and little additional 
memory work, you might assign desk numbers for the em- 
ployees. The boss could have “desk 1” and you could use 
that as a prefix to the word “newspaper” address given 
above, if you want to reach him. 

Actually, we're friendly folks who'd rather not have it 
done that way, and we like to talk to people on a name-to- 
name basis. We don’t plan to take the label off the front 
page and substitute a pallid court order number or a pattern 
of punch-card dots. We customarily address each other by 
name, rather than social security number, and plan to con- 
tinue to do so. 


As a matter of fact, though, everybody who owns one 
could be addressed by social security number, and be as 
positively identified as he is by given name. And babies, 
nowadays, are commonly assigned a number at birth, to 
avoid confusion. If we all trained our memories properly, 
we could expect to hear such comments around the house 
as, “94321-A didn’t eat his dinner,” or, “I see that 547-26- 
5770 has a new car,” or “Let’s go to 95667 on our vacation.” 

We doubt that this situation will grow into reality as 
a practical matter. But the machinery is already with us 
and, in the long run, it speeds communication between 
people. 

And that, we guess, is what we're all going to remain, 
essentially: People.

School Tax Regulation 
Needs Overhauling 


Those who have been following the long-continuing ac- 
count of the Menlo Park School District’s effort to get higher 
permissive tax rate maximum are probably a little bored 
with it all, by this time. We certainly are. 

But bored or not, there are those who will contend 
that the several elections which the school district had to 
conduct are “a feature of the democratic process” and that 
“it is often necessary to remind members of the school board 
that they’re responsible to the voters.” 


These sentiments are poorly advised. 


Multiple elections for the same tax measure constitute 
a mockery of the democratic process, not a reaffirmation 
of it. They appear particularly wrong-headed in their moti- 
vation when the need for them is based primarily on an 
outdated state-set permissive tax rate maximum of 90 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation—a rate which was good 
enough during the depréssion, but which has no basis in 
present-day school financing, other than to force school 
boards to have to do something which no other public 
agency ever has to do. 


Critics of schools who vote against tax increases have 
been heard to complain, “Why does the school board waste 
all that money on elections, when the election doesn’t pass?” 
They're right to ask this question; the money, indeed, could 
be better spent for education. But these same people 
should recognize that they really shouldn't be called to the 
polling places to vote on operating budget matters anyhow; 
imagine, if you can, the chaos which would ensue if the 
voters were called on to pass on every city, fire district, 
sanitary district, hospital district, or other special district 
budget. 

It is regrettable, but it does not appear that the state 
legislature has any intention of raising, or doing away with, 
the 90 cent permissive tax rate maximum. Reason probably 
is that maintaining this limit gives the state a measure of 
control over every school district in the commonwealth. 

There also are recurrent cries for “more state financ- 
ing” for the schools. More state financing will mean more 
state control. If critics of school boards think their locally- 
elected people have a tendency to act arrogantly and with- 
out proper attention to the wishes of the voters, they might 
well consider what this would mean. 

Finally, even if every school district in the state had 
unlimited power to tax, with no ceiling at all, they'd still 
be regulated by their voters. The trustees can always be 
unseated at the next election.

Legisatlively, 1963 has al- 
ready made history in the regu- 
lar session. The special session, 
current as I write this, also 
promises to add some fresh 
lines to our California govern- 
mental chronicle. At least one 
new “first” has been added to 
the record book so far, ,and 
others are in prospect. 

The tax program submit- 
ted by the Governor on the 
opening day of the special 
session was substantially the 
same as that he proposed in 
January . The effective date 
of withholding of personal 
taxes was shifted ahead to 
January 1, 1965, and forgive- 
ness of half the taxes due for 
calendar 1964 was proposed. 

The speed-up plan for bank 
and corporation taxes was con- 
siderably stiffened, as compar- 
ed to the earlier version. 

Full 1963 taxes would be due 
March 15, 1964, and advance 
payment of future year taxes 
would be required on a step-up 
basis, until 50 per cent in ad- 
vance would be payable in 1967. 

The spending proposals 
which followed these revenue 
requests called for an increase 
of $114 million in the $3.14 bil- 
lion budget for 1963-64 passed 
in the regular session, and sign- 
ed into law. 

If approved, this increase 
would raise the total for the 
year by more than $8.5 million 


over the amount asked last 
January. 

Not only would the cuts 
made by the Legislature, and 
those made by the Governor be 
restored, but an additional $30 
million would be_ included, 
mostly for state pay raises. 

In an unprecedented move, 
the new “first” I referred to 
above, the Senate went into 
a closed huddle the third day 
of our session to determine 
whether any agreement could 
be reached on the adminis- 
tration program. 

Meanwhile, the Assembly re- 
viewed the school support leg- 
islation, but postponed any defi- 
nitive action until the fate of 
the revenue measure is de- 
cided. 

A wide range of bills relating 
to the school problem have 
been introduced. 

The administration proposal 
ealls for an additional $40 mli- 
lion in support funds for this 
year, and for a further increase 
of $20 million in following 
years. Also made part of the 
package would be a county- 
wide equalization tax estimated 
to produce $27.5 million more 
per year. 

Another measure would give 
the school districts only the 
$40 million for this year, and 
would make no provision for 
succeeding periods. 

Re-introduced was the bills 
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to raise the cigarette tax two 
cents per pack, and to earmark 
the revenue for school funds. 
The significance of the 
Senate’s closed session, of 
course, lies in the fact that a 
two-thirds vote will be re- 
quired to increase the bud- 
get, and the Democratic party 
will not have the necessary 
votes without Republican aid. 
The bank and corporation tax 
bill was lost in the regular 
session because it did not re- 
ceive this proportion of total 
votes. 

The administration feels that 
its present measure needs 
only a simple majority vote for 
legal passage, but there is argu- 
ment about that, and the possi- 
bility of a court test has been 
test has been raised, if the bill 
is passed only by a majority. 

From what indications can 
now be gathered about Senate 
discussions, it would appear 
that the withholding tax bill 
has slight chance at this ses- 
sion. The bank and corporation 
tax measure also faces diffi- 
culty in its present form. The 
$40 million additionals for 
schools for this year only seems 
to be favored, but the county- 
wide property tax feature also 
has a tough future ahead of it. 

Only one thing is really cer- 
tain as I write this . The special 
session is bound to go into a 
second week, but its results are 


now unknown.

Planners View Policies 


It looks as though there'll be 
a sort of “row house” develop- 
ment on property which used 
to be a part of the Roger Rey- 
nolds Nursery, between the 
railroad tracks, El Camino 
Real, the present nursery, and 
Buckthorn Ave. 

Nobody invisaged this until 
the plans were put before the 
San Mateo county planning 
commission; the city of Menlo 
Park apparently was caught in 
an unprepared position. 

The city council has and will 
probably continue to protest 
against the proposed develop- 
ment until all possible appeals 
have been exhausted. But the 
truth is that the area is one 
under county jurisdiction and 
county zoning ordinances al- 
low such a development. 

Naturally, the developer 
can be counted on to make 
the maximum allowed use of 
a given parcel. 

City Planner Robert Ironside 
this week reviewed a few of 
the philosophocal considera- 
tions involved. And he also dis- 
cussed possible future prob- 
lems which could arise if coun- 
ty zoning is applied to other 
county areas adjacent to Menlo 
Park. 


One of the considerations 
which renders the Menlo Park 
city council protest to the “row 
house” development is the fact 
that it’s an individual thing, 
aimed at regulating a particu- 
lar, single, piece of property. 

This gives the appearance of 

being hind-sighted and also dis- 
criminatory against an_ indi- 
vidual builder, who has agreed 
on a price for the land and 
who presumably has a consider- 
able investment in it to date. 

It would have been far bet- 
ter, Ironside said he believes, 
if the city had given consider-

ation to what adjacent county 
zoning meant in certain areas, 
and talked county planners 
into making some sort of ad- 
justment. 

With no such talks, the 
county planners have to as- 
sume things on a county-wide 
basis: That is, what would be 
appropriate in areas adjacent 
to Pacifica, Daly City, Half 
Moon Bay and in Pescadero 
or San Gregorio, are appro- 
priate in an unincorporated 
area next to Menlo Park, too. 

Ironside said that talks with 
members of the county plan- 

ning staff indicate they them- 
selves separate “urban” plan- 
ning from “county” planning— 
in their minds. 

But in the absence of the dis- 
cussions with the several city 
planning groups in the county 
and in view of the fact that 
the county planning commis- 
sion holds sway over all unin- 
corporated area, nothing has 
been done. 

Could some similar problem 
turn up in another county area 
adjacent to Menlo Park? Would 
it be possible for somebody, 
say, to erect a “high rise” apart- 
ment near Menlo Park’s bord- 
ers near the Alameda de las 
Pulgas or construct a set of 
houses on inappropriately small 
lots across the street from 
large, expensive Menlo Park 
residential developments? 

Probably not, Ironside said 
he feels. 

In the case of the area near 
the Alameda, it’s mostly de- 
veloped as residential prop- 
erty. The county allows 
smaller minimum lot sizes 
than the city (5000 square 
feet as compared to 7000 
square feet) but most of the 
lots are developed. 

This means, of course, that 
anybody trying to develop 
something out of keeping with 
the area would be faced with 
complaints not only from Men- 
lo Park but from county area 
residents as well. And the 
county planners pay attention 
to their constituents in the 
same manner that Menlo Park 
planners pay attention to their 
constituents. 

There are a couple of unin- 
corporated “islands” in west- 
ern Menlo Park and near San 
Francisquito Creek. They’re 
developed as residential prop- 
erty, too. But here, the lots 
are zoned for a 10,000 square 
foot minimum and are in keep- 
ing with the adjacent city zon- 
ing standards. 

Farther east, in the area 
around Menalto Avenue and 
West O’Connor Street, there 
may be more conflicts, Iron- 
side said he believes. 

On one side of the street, 
a resident of the county can

develop more rental units on 
a lot than his neighbor in 
the city, because the city re- 
quires a greater amount of 
land for each apartments and 
has stringent offstreet park- 
ing requirements. 

At the same time, the city 
property owner pays higher 
taxes. 

It is argued that the owner 
of city property is participating 
in the support of more munici- 
pal services than his neighbor 
across the street. But can it 
seriously be argued that the 
width of a street can keep one 
child from using municipal 
park facilities, recreation pro- 
grams, the library, the swim- 
ming pool and other “city” ad- 
vantages, while his playmate 
does use them? 

These are just some of the 
considerations facing planners 
on the city and county level. 
Staff members can agree on 
certain things, but matters of 
basic policy must be left in 
the hands of the appointed 
board members who, after all, 
have the last say. 

There will be much discus- 
sion before all of the little de- 
tails of how to zone county 
areas near cities, and city areas 
near unincorporated terri- 
tories, are worked out. 


25 Years Ago: 


Earhart 
Death 
Was Noted 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub 
lished, were news in the 
young community. 


July 22, 1938: 


A year ago this week a world 
waited eagerly while 10 ships 
and 102 navy bombers scouted 
the waters of the south Pacific 
anxiously searching for a trace 
of Amelia Earhart and her co- 
pilot, Fred Noonan. 

But no good word came. On 
July 18 the spectacular, far- 
flung search was called off six- 
teen days after the faltering 
anxious voice of Miss Earhart 
had sent out her last, terse 
message: 

“KHAQ9 calling Itasca. We 
are in line of position 157-337. 
Will repeat this message 6210 
kilocycles. We are running 
north and south.” 

There the story of this auda- 
cious, tousle-headed aviatrix 
ends. Virtually within her 
grasp was the successful com- 
pletion of the most difficult 
flight of her career—the 2556 
mile hop from Lae, New 
Guinea to tiny Howland Island. 

How she missed this island 
in the sunlit July morning, why 
she failed to acknowledge mes- 
sages from the coast guard cut- 
ter Itasca or see its billowing 
smoke signals, or how close 
she came to Howland, will 
probably never be known. The 
ocean guards its secrets well!

SCHOOL BOUNDARIES 


To the Editor: 

The Ravenswood High School-Menlo-Atherton bound- 
ary change has produced some real tragedy. There are 
winners and losers in this drama. Young people are being 


denied the chance to attend a truly fine school.. This is 
the tragedy. 

Opportunities for developing leadership ability are 
much greater at the smaller school. Everyone has a chance 
at Ravenswood. Sports cars and cashmere sweater are nice 
but unimportant. 

Parents who have allowed fear to control their 
actions are denying their children Ravenswood's close 
personal relationship between faculty and students. ' 

The accreditation committee told the faculty that its 
members had “never seen so much admiration from students 
for their teachers as at Ravenswood.” (Ravenswood Post, 
May 16, 1963. 

Some of the finest teachers in the Sequoia High School 
District gave up the security of their comfortable pobs to 
pioneer at this unusual school. 

Hysterical parents are preventing their children’s asso- 
ciation with one of the most courteous and friendly student 
bodies to be found anywhere; courteous to faculty mem- 
bers! coutreous and friendly to each other; courteous to 
visitors, and to visting teams at games. 

Two years ago relations between Woodside High 
School and Ravenswood were at an all-time low. Today 
they are at an all-time high. 

Other schools on the peninsula send representatives 
to Ravenswood saying, “We are having trouble with such- 
and-such school. Tell us what you did that improved your 
relations with Woodside.” 

My niece lived with us a year and a half ago while 
recovering from an illness. One of her most difficult prob- 
lems was an extreme shyness. We worried about her 
entering a strange high school where she only knew one 
person. 

Imagine our feelings when she blossomed out more 
than she ever had, and said, over and over again, “Ravens- 
wood is the friendliest school I have ever been in!” 

At many high schools the practice seems to be, as 
one student expressed it, “We know eac hother but we 
don’t speak.” 

Another tragic irony about shifting children in order 
4o avoid going to Ravenswood High School is that these 
students may be forced, then, to attend other high schools 
where members of their own student bodies estimate that as. 
high as 90 per cent of the students regularly get “beered 
up” at parties and dances. 

This is ironic because Ravenswood High has no serious 
drinking problem!

‘BUREAUCRACY’ 


Editor of the Menlo Park Recorder: 

It truly pinches that you won't let me natter in your 
Forum any more. But I unreservedly concede your right 
to select your natterers by whatever yardstick you may 
choose. I only hope some liberal or other doesn’t petition 
the Supereme Court to spike such undeniable discrimina- 
tion on your part. 

Believe me or not, I hope that never happens. I like 
our. relationship better this way: I feel better for not 
having to write this letter. You feel better for not having 
to read my letter, much less print it. And your readers 
undoubtedly feel better for not having to THINK. 

Well, be that as it may, let me tell you what happened 
yesterday to my 13-year-old son at the Menlo Park Library. 
I think this incident affords a lesson for all of us. 

It seemed so simple. All my son did was return some 
books to the library for his younger brothers and sisters, al- 
though the books weren't actually due back for several days 
yet. Imagine his surprise and fluster when the librarian 
charged him 70 cents, penalty for having two IBM book 
cards missing from two books. When I asked my boy why 
he paid the 70 cents out of his own pocket, practically all 
he had, he answered that he didn’t want to “gyp” the library; 
besides, Mom would pay him back. 

Somewhat nettled by her seeming-to-me highhanded- 
ness, I called upon the librarian. In answer to my face-to- 
face questions, all sweetness and light she politely negated 
my question if the cards could be returned since the books 
werent due yet: “Our system will be thrown all out of 
kilter because we will already have new cards made by the 
time you get back the others. Letting you do that would 
complicate everything” (I as quoting the sense of what she 
told me rather than her exact words). 

I raise the question: Why couldn't this librarian have 
told my boy: “Look, young man! These two books are miss- 
ing their cards. But they're not due for several days yet. 
Take them home, find the cards if you can, and then bring 
them back.” Is that expecting too much of a PUBLIC 
librarian? I left that librarian feeling somewhat victimized! 

Doesn't this incident demonstrate to you how a bureau- 
cracy’s rules and regulations roll irresistibly and unfeelingly 
over the very PEOPLE such rules and regulations are in- 
tended to serve and protect; how those rules and regulations 
can be changed or modified at the whim and fancy, as well 
as discretion, of the bureaucrats, without notice or neces- 
sarily in the best interests of the public; but how those rules 
and regulations will most always be inflicted on a plausible, 
apparently justifiable, even laudable basis or pretext, like 
reducing operating costs, or even giving better service?

Opening Night Soon 


“Fanny,” the musical play 
that was one of New York’s big- 
gest hits for over two years, 
will be the next attraction at 
the Comedia Theater, opening 
Friday evening, July 26, at 8:30.

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Pre-Fabricaed Garden Pool Adds Coolness with Little Cost and Easy Installation 


Do you ever long for the re- 
freshing presence of water in 
the garden? Epecially running 
water? Few things can add 
more to the illusion of cool- 
ness on a hot summer day. And 
few things are more relaxing 
on a summer evening than to 
hear the trickle of a garden 
fountain or a “stream” nearby. 

With only a little effort and 
a modest bit of financing, these 
dreams can become a reality. 
Members of the California 
Association of Nurserymen dis- 
tribute a variety of pools and 
small circulating pumps which 
ean be installed easily and in- 
expensively in the garden set- 
ting. They range in style from 
small plastic bowls to large, 
pre-cast concrete pools. 

The beauty of these pre-fab 
pools lies in their flexibility. 
They can be installed any- 
where in the garden, including 
a deck. And they can even be 
used in a Lanai. Your C.A.N. 
nurserymen will suggest pos- 
sible arrangements when more 
than one “pool” is used so that 
the water runs off from one to 
the other before being pumped 
back to the top to start all over 
again. 

When water on a larger scale 
is desired, a specially con- 
struct pool will be necessary. 
This gives you the ultimate of 
pool pleasure in a garden and 
while the cost is more than 
ready-made pools, the perma- 
nent enjoyment is greater, too. 
Here again a nurseryman can 


help you with the plans first 
by visiting your garden and 
suggesting the preferred loca- 
tion for a pool, then by help- 
ing you with the design. His 
final contribution, of course, 
will be in suggesting a planting 
for the poolside. 

This latter is all important, 
for the proper planting helps 
to enhance the feeling of cool- 
ness which a pool conveys. Im- 
proper planting can make the 
pool seem out of place. The 
plants will have no apparent 
relation to the water and the 
pool, in turn, has no apparent 
relation to its surroundings. 

What plans are “naturals” 
for poolside planting? One of 
the first that comes to mind is 
the Paper Reed family. These 
reed like plants look as though 
they might grow naturally on 
the banks of the Nile, and, in- 
deed, they would look unnat- 
ural without having water at 
their feet. 

C.A.N. members offer sev- 
eral of them including the tall 
growing variety which carries 
the family name—a thatch top- 
ped reed of some six feet in 
height. Another, dwarfer form, 
is the Umbrella Plant, which 
sports grass like heads of green 
atop three-foot reed stems. 

Another family of plants 
which has an affinity for water 
is the Daylily family. These 
one-time commoners, have un- 
dergone many changes for the 
better in recent years. 


The Bottle Brush: 


A Quality 


You can’t help noticing the 
Bottle Brush in California. 
From San Diego north, they 
flaunt their bright red blooms 
from a thousand gardens, grow- 
ing more prevalent than ever 
as the years go by. 

There’s good reason, too, for 
our increasing interest in these 
Australian imports. Over the 
past years, western plantsmen 
have upgraded the quality of 
the family as a whole—propa- 
gating only those with the full- 
est and reddest blooms. And 
while you see some venerable 
specimens from years gone by, 
the majority of today’s Bottle 
Brushes are vigorous young 
shrubs of highly refined char- 
acter. 

Being natives of Australia, 
the Bottle Brush family is 
ideally suited to California’s 
climate. Like Tea Trees, Vic- 
torian Box and other imports

Shrub 


from Down Under, they tole- 
rate the extended drought of 
our summer months and appre- 


ciate the year-round temper- 
ance of our weather. You can 
give them any degree of sun 
and all the neglect you want— 
they'll produce their annual 
crop of bottle-brush blooms 
without complaint. 


Though all members of the 
family produce red blooms, 
one in particular has bigger 
and brighter blooms than the 
others. It is this one which 
members of the California As- 
sociation of Nurserymen refer 
to as the Red Bottle Brush, and 
needless to say, it is the most 
widely sold member of the 
family. 


It is an upright shrub—or 
upright as any Bottle Brush 
can be, for their natural ten- 
dency is toward irregular 
growth. You find it in C.A.N. 
nurseries ‘trained as an eSpa- 
lier and also offered as a stand- 
ard tree, pruned up to a single 
erect trunk. These are highly 
useful against a sunny south 
wall or against the south side 
of a fence in full sun. 
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Today’s gardener has a wide 
variety of colors to choose from 
when he buys Daylilies, and as 
for bloom, they are almost al- 
ways in bloom during the warm 
months, which is when we ap- 
preciate their presence by a 
pool. Plant them right at the 
margin of a pool, so both the 
blooms and the grass-like foli- 
age will arch over the water. 

Bearded Iris are not bog 
plants by any means, but you 
can plant them on the upside 
of a pool, where their roots 
are not apt to stand in seeping 
water. There, in spring, their 
colorful flags will be reflected 
in the surface of the pool and 
in off seasons, their sword-like 
foliage will carry the interest. 
Other iris should also be plant- 
ed at pool’s side, including the 
bulbous Dutch varieties and 
the Japanese Iris. 

For creeping plants, you can 
hardly do wrong with Carpet 
Bugle, a moisture loving 
ground cover which will rim 
the edge of your pool, sending 
up small spikes of blue flow- 
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ers through almost half the 
year. 

Among the annuals, you will 
find the versatile lobelia happy 
at waters edge, producing a 
mounding cover of tiny blue 
flowers through the summer 


months and into fall. 

There are many others, in- 
cluding the Calla lilies, which 
any C.A.N. member can show 
you. The above give you a good 
start, and you can take it from 
there. 
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‘In the Garden: 


Old-Fashioned Arbor Has Beauty, Practicality 


If you think an arbor of 
vines is old fashioned, you’re 
right. But what a nice old- 
fashioned custom it is to have 
one. In California, where 
where bright sun is a summer- 
long affair, the vine arbor can 
be both beautiful and practical. 

In its practical application, 
the vine arbor today becomes 
an extension of the house, 
shading a south terrace or 
reducing the glare from a 
west exposure. It can serve 
an additional practical use, 

also, when the arbor is a 

grape vine, heavy with late- 
summer bunches of grapes. 

Grapes are usually on the 
winter planting list, when they 
are bare root, but as with roses, 
they can be planted from con- 
tainers anytime the notion hits 
you. From container to arbor 
cover takes time, of course, but 
the sooner you start the sooner 
will you enjoy the result. 

In planting a grape arbor, 
the gardener must choose be- 
tween planting grapes of Euro- 
pean origin or one of our na- 
tive grapes from eastern Amer- 
ica. The European varieties in- 
clude Thompson Seedless, 
which is one of the best arbor 
grapes to be found. It is vigo- 
rous, a heavy producer and the 
favorite eating grape on the 
market. The eastern grapes in- 
clude those familiar varieties, 
Concord and Pierce, which slip 
out of their skins when you 
Squeeze them. These, too, are 
good arbor grapes, ripening 
early and producing heavy 
crops—and shade. 

Best stick to one variety 
when planting grapes on an 
arbor, not only for uniformity 
but to reduce the pruning pro- 
cess to a minimum. Your nurs- 
eryman can give you a rundown 
On pruning grapes, so suffice 
it here to say that different 
varieties require different tech- 
niques. 

Other than grapes, an ex- 
cellent vine for arbors is the 
wisteria. Of truly remarkable 


vigor, the wisteria will cover 
a tremendous area, clothing 
it with lovely pendulous 
blooms in earliest spring and 
with foliage through summer 
and fall. 


In selecting these vines gar- 
deners can choose between 
Japanese wisterias with their 
huge pannicles of blooms—up 
to 24 inches long. Flower color 
in both is primarily lavender, 
but purple, white and rose-pink 
forms can also be found in area 
nurseries. 

Wisterias are gross feeders 
and the gardener can help 
them off to a quick start by 
providing a good rich root run 
at planting time. Dig a trench 
several feet long and when you 
return the soil, mix it copious- 
ly with manure. The roots will 
soon run out of this and the 


BONSAI IN GARDENS 

Are you looking for a garden 
hobby. Try bonsai, or a vari- 
ation of it by planting some of 
your favorite shrubs in small 
containers and keeping them 
in check by frequent pinching. 
Pyracantha, Japanese Maple, 
various pines, and other coni- 
fers make good subjects to 
Start with, according to nurs- 
erymen. Heavy wire and selec- 
tive pruning will make them 
grow in the shape and direc- 
tion you want them to. 


ROSES GOOD ANYTIME 
Roses are available for plant- 
ing anytime during the year, 
and while most of them go in 
the ground during winter’s 
bare-root season, many garden- 
ers prefer to shop for them 
when they are full of bloom. 
You can find most of the pop- 
ular new varieties in local 
nurseries this month. 
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vine will settle down to slower 
growth—a signal that it is also 
settling down to the business 
of bloom. 

Deciduous vines such as 
grape and wisteria are usu- 
ally preferred to arbors up 
next to the house because of 
their built-in climate con- 
trol. In winter, when the 
sun’s rays are usually wel- 


come, deciduous vines are 
leafless and permit the sun 
to come in. In summer when 
the sun beats down, they put 
on leaves to shield you from 
it. 

There are, however, various 
evergreen vines which are 
suited to use on arbors and per- 
golas, among these the Bur- 
mese Honeysuckle, comes near- 


est to being the perfect ever- 
green for arbors, for it pro 
duces a loose enough fabric to 
admit some light in winter, yet 
is dense enough to provide 
shelter in summer. Large glossy 
leaves and long, tubular “hon- 
eysuckle” flowers are further 
marks in its favor. You could 
look long to find a better vine 
than this. 
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
